Clouds so frequently 
hover around the tops of these mountains, even on the clearest 
days.

Fog Forming While Fliers Conferred on Course. 


The sun on the bare, vertical rocks sends up warm currents 
which, striking the cold above, formed fog while Bernt Balchen 
and I conferred. Would we choose the unknown lacier? 

If we should fail to get over and have to turn back down the 
glacier to select another pass we could not reach the Pole. The gas 
would be too low. We would have to turn back to Little America. 
It seemed a flip of the coin. We decided to stake success on the un- 
known glacier to the right. 

The white clouds around the mountains that bounded the top 
of the pass to the right and left merged with white in the centre of 
the pass. Was it snow or clouds, and, if clouds, could we fly above 
them? Would the clouds stretch over the plateau to the South Pole, 
making flying impossible? 


| Danger of Collision With Cloud-Hidden Peaks. 


We would have to keep out of clouds while dodging around 

among the mountains, for in the clouds we would almost certainly 
collide with a peak. Soon we had passed near our little cache of food 
and gasoline more than a mile above it. It was, of course, too tiny 
te be seen from our altitude. 

When we had landed at that base the mountain ridge running 
in an easterly and westerly direction about four miles south of it 
loomed above us from the snow as a very large mountain. Now we 
could see behind it, and to the south, southeast and southwest were 
great towering peaks that made our base mountain look like a 

| pigmy. We realized forcefully then how very little indeed the foot 
traveler sees. 

Now below us was the ice line of the Great Glacier. For a 
distance it was terribly crevassed, cracks running parallel, looking 
like a great washing board—not a good landing place.

| were awe-inspiring in their majesty, terrible in the colossal shapes

As we eagerly looked around we felt very insignificant and small 
| among these lofty and eternal peaks which, since the childhood of 
mankind, have symbolized its aspiration. Everywhere we looked 
| was some formation probably no living thing had ever before seen, 
| for this area, the coldest on the earth, is dead.

| statement: 

We have been engaged in discus- 
sions with the governments of sev- 
eral of the other powers signatory 
to the Pact of Paris in regard to 
the situation in Manchuria. Dur- 
ing the past few days organized 
Russian forces have been in con- 
flict with organized Chinese forces 
near Dalainor in Northern Man- 
churia. It is credibly reported that 
many casualties occurred and that 
thousands of the inhabitants of the 
neighboring towns have been 
driven from their homes. 

Although the causes of the con- 
flict are in dispute and the ac- 
counts are somewhat contradic- 
tory, it is clear that serious en- 
counters between military forces of 
China and Russia have occurred.

They Steal Coil From Bronze Ser- 
pent Erected by Constantine | 
in Byzantine Hippodrome. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 2 (#).-—-Af- | 
ter a long series of robberies in Con- | 
stantinople and its environs, a daring | 
band of thieves last night brought 
the climax by stealing bronze from | 
the oldest monument in-Stamboul. 

They made off with one of the coils | 
of a bronze serpent erected in the) 
Byzantine Hippodrome by Constan- 
tine the Great, who brought it from | 
Delphi, Greece. It was originally 
dedicated to the oracle of Apollo in | 
497 B. C. by the thirty-one cities of 
the Delian Confederacy, celebrating 
victories at Salamis and Platea over | 
the Persians, 

The bronze booty taken by the 
Greeks from the Persians was forged 
into a serpentine column twenty-four 
feet high, with three snakes’ heads | 
holding a golden vase on a golden | 
tripod. The vase, the tripod and the 
snakes’ heads disappeared before the 
beginning of the Christian Era. 

The serpent column is considered 
one of the greatest artistic treasures 
of the city, and its mutilation has 
caused consternation among archae- 
ologists. The police are searching 
for the thieves.

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 2 ().—Pope 
Pius XI has severely arraigned the 
Fascist press for its discussion of 
Catholic subjects and has complained 
that Catholic newspapers in Italy are 
finding it more and more difficult 
to discuss Catholic interests. His 
speech before the assembled ‘parish 
priests of Rome yesterday was re- 
ported in tonight’s Osservatore -Ro- 
mano, the organ used by the Vatican 
for its announcements. 

The Pope was quoted as saying 
that it was becoming more and more 
difficult for even the most modest 
Catholic newspapers throughout Italy 
to write of the Pope and to defend 
his prerogatives and rights under the 
Lateran treaties. 

If the signature of the Lateran ac- 
cords on Feb. 11 was a splendid and

The Pontiff described recent Fas-

‘the most enerzetic remonstrances 
possible’ concerning them. 

‘‘We must say that it was replied 
to us that these publications had no 
authorization, and for that we have 
had the most authoritative confirma- 
tion,’’ Pope Pius went on, obviously 
referring to an article by Deputy 
Lando Ferritti, chief of the Govern- 
ment Press Bureau, which was de- 
scribed the following day as unau- 
thorized in an official communiqué 
issued by the Press Bureau itself.

Moreover, to com- 
pare our grading with those of other 
colleges is to set an illusory stand- 
ard. .Each college assigns its own 
meanings to grades, and it is useless 
to force marks intoa single standard. 
I myself cannot assign a numerical 
meaning to these grades, as the sur- 
vey seems to have done. No one in 
the world can.”’ 

During the rushing season, which 
lasts until Dec. 13, freshmen will be 
entertained by fraternities at lunch- 
eons, dinners, dances and smokers. 
| Bids will be distributed at the con- 
clusion of the rushing period in the 
trustees’ room of the _ university 
library. 

To check the violations of the in- 
terfraternity agreement regarding 
rushing an investigation committee 
of five seniors, headed by Dean 
Hawkes, has been formed to act on 
complaints of freshmen. Fraterni- 
ties are forbidden to make overtures 
to freshmen except by filing bids in 
the regular way.

Coast Guard Rushes Aid to Grounded 
Sarniadoc——Two Motorists Killed 
by Train in Storm.

SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Dec. 
2.—With the freighter Kiowa and five 
of its crew lost, and several other 
vessels reported in distress in the 
worst of the season’s storms, Coast 
Guards today were combing the ice- 
clogged lakes for possible survivors. 
The Kiowa was pounded to pieces on 
@ shoal off Grand Marais Saturday 
night. 

More than a score of' ships are 
overdue at ‘‘The Soo.’’ Other vessels 
which weathered the storm reported 
that Lake Superior is strewn with 
wreckage, the most ever seen on the 
Great Lakes. 

Adding to the perils of shipping, 
further storms and a falling temper- 
ature have been predicted. 

Eighteen of the Kiowa’s crew were 
rescued from the pilot-house of the 
wrecked Kiowa after Coast Guards 
found the frozen body of one of the 
Sailors floating in a life-bcat a short 
distance from the shoa®& on which 
the Kiowa pounded and sank. 


Owner’s Kin Is Lost. 


Several of the surviving are suffer- 


ing from the effects of more than 
twenty-four hours of exposure to a 











blinding blizzard that lashed the par- 
tially sunken pilot-house in which 
they sought shelter. Some are stif- 
fering from frozen hands and feet, 
according to word received here. 

Captain Alex Young of Marine City 
was One of the men who were lost. 

e was the son-in-law of O. W. 
Blodgett of Bay City, head of the 
company which owned the Kiowa. 

As the ship, pounded by high waves 
and coated with ice, sank the eigh- 
teen survivors watched the heroic ef- 
forts of Captain Young and four men 
to make shore in a life boat. 

The wind capsized the small boat 
and only one of the five was able to 
struggle back in. It was his body 
that was found in the boat. 

Meagre radio information of the 
discovery of the lifeboat was the first 
word that the Kiowa, due in ‘‘The 
Soo” Saturday night with its load of 
flaxseed had met disaster. 


Freighters Rush to Shelter. 


With word from another steamer 
that the pilot house of a ship had 
been sighted off Au Sable Point, the 
Grand Marais Coast Guard put out to 
sea and rescued sixteen of the men.

Survivors stated that a shifting of 
the 102,000 bushels of flax 
cargo caused the ship to drive onto 
the rocks on the high sea. 

Grain laden steamers from upper 
lake ports today were moving slowly 
down the St. Mary’s River through 
a narrow channel cut by icebreaking 
tugs from the Sault, after a tie-up 
of several days caused by the storm.

IN DRY. LAW CASES 


Mrs. Willebrandt, in Attorney 
General’s Report, Sees Gain 
in Enforcement. 


DOCKETS STILL CONGESTED 


Relief Not Yet Felt in New York 
Federal Courts Despite Measures 
to Effect It. 


Special to The New York Times. | 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—More than | 
21,000 persons, who served an aver- | 
age sentence of 147 days, were sent | 
to jail or prison for violating the 
prohibition laws during the fiscal 
year 1929, according to the annual 
report of the Department of Justice, 
transmitted to Congress by Attorney 
General Mitchell today. 

Mabel Walker Willebrandt, former 
assistant attorney general, who made 
the divisional report on enforcement 
work, asserted that there was & 
“substantial increase in almost every 
important phase of prohibition en- 
forcement under the nationul pro- 
hibition act,'’ during the year. 

She stated that there were 56,786 | 
criminal prosecutions instituted and | 
56,455 cases terminated. Cases were | 
terminated as follows: 


Convictions, 47,100; nolle prossed 
or discontinued, 4,835; quashed, dis- | 
missed, demurrer, é&c., 3,043; ac-| 
quittals, 1.477. Mrs. Willebrandt de 
duced that there were about thirty- | 
two convictions to each acquittal.

“One of the most noticeable gains | 
in prohibition enforcement was in the 
matter of padlock or injunction pro- 
ceedings,’’ Mrs. Willebrandt says. | 
There were 7,455 petitions for injunc- 
tions, which was an increase of 1,949 
over the preceding year, and the | 
number of permanent injunctions in- | 
creased to 6,303, compared with 3.999 
the year before, a gain of more than | 
57 per cent. 

“The number of civil cases term- 
inated during the year was 10,961, 
compared with 8,517 the year before 
Notwithstanding this. however, there 
was an increase of 276 cases pend- 
ing. The aggregate amount of judg- 
ments in favor of the United States | 
was $465,480, as against $382,853 the 
preceding year.” 


Reports Night Club Victories Here. 


A total of $27,478 was collected by 
United States attorneys in cases | 
where no civil suit was actually com- 
menced. 

“In the celebrated New York night | 
club cases, contrary to the general 
belief, considerable success was ob- | 
tained,’’ the Willebrandt report, 
states. ‘Of 98 defendants in 22 clubs, 
18 stood trial in 8 separate cases. 
Fifteen were convicted, while only | 
3 were acquitted, a doorman and 2; 
women entertainers. The remaining | 
80 were sentenced on pleas of guilty. |

gated $18,660; total actual jail time, 
125 months and 10 days; total jail 
time suspended, 188 months, and | 
total time on probation, 59%) years.

Mitchell Discusses Congested Dockets |

congested court dockets. 

“There has been considerable delay | 
on the part of Congress in making | 
provision for additional judges, espe- 
cially in the New York districts; and

performance of its duty in this field. 

In his address, Captain Hobson 
said that recently it had been 
brought to the attention of the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House of 
Representatives that an _ estimate 
showed ‘90 per cent of our criminals 
use drugs to generate daring to com- 
mit crimes.’’ He said there were 1,000 
recorded offenses against the Federal 
narcotic laws in 1917, and 8,000 last 
year and that 34 per cent of the in- 
mates of Federal prisons were con- 
victed of violation of the narcotic 
laws, whereas the next largest group, 
those convicted of violation of pro- 
hition laws, constituted 14 per ‘cent. 
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More Drug Than Liquor Convicts. 


“A recent check-up at the Federal 
penitentiary on McNeils Island 
showed 56 prisoners to be bootleggers 
and 896 drug peddlers,’’ Captain Hod- 
son said. ‘‘A stream of boys and 
girls is pouring into the underworld 
of our cities.

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SAYS DRY AGENTS 
URGED LIQUOR THEFT 


Army Base Employe on Trial 
Accuses Under Cover Man 
and Custodian of Plotting. 


TELLS OF THEIR OFFERS 


Callahan Asserts They Tried to Get 
Him to Join in Selling 
Seized Whisky. 


In defense of himself and two 
others charged with removing liquor 
from the army base, Edward Calla- 
han, an elevator dispatcher, testified 
yesterday in Federal court in Brook- 
lyn that Elton Thomas Keating, an 
undercover prohibition investigator, 
proposed that he join in a plot to 
steal seized whisky and that he re- 
fused. 

The men on trial with Callahan are 
James Connaughton, a prohibition 
agent, and John W. Smith, a fore- 
man of packers. Judge Moscowitz is 
presiding at the trial, which started 
last Wednesday. Assistant United 
States Attorney James E. Wilkinson 
is conducting the prosecution, while 
Harold L. Turk and former State 
Senator Charles F. Murphy represent 
the defendants. 

Callahan testified that on May 18 
he went to the seized liquor room at 
the request of Samuel Friedman, cus- 
todian, to talk about overtime pay 
due him. 

Callahan said that Friedman was 
filling pint bottles with whisky and 
asked him to have a drink. When he 
refused, he added, Friedman told 
him to take a few pint bottles of the 
liquor with him. Callahan testified 
that he told Friedman at he had 
no use for the whisky &nd refused 
to take any. 

“Don’t be foolish,’’ Callahan testi- 
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fied Friedman said to him. ‘‘I have 
a proposition to make to you. Do 
you know a couple of good fellows? 
We can all make a lot of money.” 


Says Keating Laid Plans. 


Friedman asked him, Callahan con- 
tinued, to meet him at Sixty-second 
Street and Third Avenue on May 22 
and he kept the engagement, taking 
Smith with him. 

“Friedman was there and had 
Keating with him,” testified Calla- 
han. ‘‘Keating did most of the talk- 
ing. Keating told me there was a 
chance to get a lot of liquor out of 
the seizure room and said ‘‘You are 
fools if you don’t come in.” 

“‘Tt is an easy thing’,’’ Callahan 
testified Keating told him. ‘‘ ‘The 
scheme is to take out good liquor 
and put inferior stuff in its place’.”’ 

Callahan asserted that he asked 
Keating what the Marshal would do 
when he found that the original bot- 
tles and barrels had been tampered 
with. 

‘“*The Marshal gets only an order 
to destroy so many bottles and bar- 
rels’,’”? Callahan quoted as Keating’s 
reply. ‘‘‘We can doctor the barrels 
and bottles and the Marshal won't 
know what is in them. You fellows 
don’t seem to have any nerve. I'll 
show you how gameI am, I’ll back 
up a truck to the army base and 
cart the stuff out myself’.’’ 

Callahan testified that he refused 
to have anything to do with the 
proposition. 


Says He Saw Liquor Handled. 


Earlier in the day Connaughton 
was cross-examined by Mr. Wilkin- 
son. He testified that on March 17 
he saw Friedman pass a quart bot- 
tle of whisky to David Pagoda, a 
restaurant keeper. 


‘Connaughton denied that he ever 
removed any liquor from the seizure 
room or that he ever gave any liquor 
away. 

Frederick A. Dickerson, an elevator 
inspector at the army base, testified 
that Callahan had no way of stop- 
ping elevator 13 at the third floor 
as the prosecution charges he did. 
Dickerson said that the elevator con- 
trols did not provide for a stop at 
the third floor and that it would take 
several hours of tampering with the 
controls to permit of such a stop.

His survey covered Michigan, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Illinois, Indi- 
ana and Wisconsin. At the session 
of the game conference today, Mr.

I. T. Quinn, Alabama State Fish 
and Game Commissioner, who is pre-

Dr. T. Gilbert Pearson, in a report, 
recommended that certain hunters be 
instructed not to kill certain types 
of hawks which eat vermin. In an- 
other report, however, Alex Mac- 
Vicar, head gamekeeper at the Hemp- 
stead House Estates, recommended 
the extermination of all hawks be- 
cause of their predatory habits to- 
ward game. 

Frederick C. Lincoln of the United 
States Biological Survey reported on

Railroad, Commission seeking to en-| 
force a fiveccent fare. The Federal! 
court -for the Southern District of 
California found that the five-cent 
fare would be confiscatory, and this 
was upheld in today's opinion by the 
highest court. 

The case was brought here by the 
State Railroad Commission and the 
city of Los Angeles. 

The majority opinion was read by 
Justice Butler. Dissenting opinions 
were rendered by Justice Stone and 
Justice Brandeis, and Justice Holmes 
agreed with them. 

The opinion is likely to attract 
widespread attention in view of its 
possible effect on many similar con- 
troversies pending throughout the 
country, including the fight of the 
city of New York to prevent subway 
end elevated lines from increasing 
fares: from 5 to 7 cents. 

While the decision on its face ap- 
pears: to be a hard blow to the advo- 
cates.of 5-cent fares, it hinged large- 
ly upon jocal questions and the Cali- 
fornia laws. 

The guestion presented was whether 
the railway company was bound by 
franchise to continue five-cent fares. 


Holds Contracts Abrogated. 


The Railroad Commission and the 


city contended that the franchise 
was binding, whereas the railroad 
maintained that the State had never 


authorized the city to make binding | 


franchises, and that, if the power to 
do so had ever existed, it had been | 
abrogated by the action of the State 


in establishing its Utility Commission | 


to supervise all activities of street 
railways, including charges for trans- 
portation. 

Justice Butler held that the con- 
tracts. had been abrogated if the 
franchises were to be accepted as 
contracts and that the city had no 
power to make a fare contract. 

Justice Brandeis contended that the 
fulemont of the District Court should 
nave been remanded for further pro- 
ecedings. 

“Tf it is true,” he said, 
railway is not bound by the fare pro-} 
vision, unless the city has power to 
bind itself in that respect, it is neces- 
fary to determine whether the city 
had that power and whether the 
parties did in fact contract as to the!

Ruins of the Southwest.

“GOLDEN AGE” IN 700 A. D.| 


Relics of Old Trunks Called New 
“Rosetta Stone’’—Close Relation- 
ship to Sun Spots a Clue.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—American 
history was taken back 1,200 years) 
to the year 700 A. D. when the Na- 
tional Geographic Society today an- 
nounced the solutioh of one of the 
most baffling questions in the study 
of the pre-Columbian history of the} 
United States, the dating of the) 
seores of important Indian ruins of} 
the Southwestern part of the 
country. | 

The answer to the question is given | 
in a unique form, a tree-ring calen-| 
dar, worked out from the study of! 
more than 5,000 cross-sections of 
living trees and timbers from scores} 
of the major Indian settlements of 
our Southwest. 

The quest for the missing dates) 
extended over years. It ranged from | 
astronomical study of sun _ spots, 
through geology, archaeology and 
kindred sciences, until it culminated} 
in piecing together the fragmen- 
tary clues of timber and tree rings, 
evidence considered as conclusive as 
that of finger prints. | 

Two series of National Geographic | 
Society expeditions were involved 
in the results. One series, compris- 
ing eight expeditions led by Neil M. 
Judd, explored the world-famous | 
Pueblo Bonito ruins in Chaco Canyon, | 
N. M., and patiently dug from tons 
of earth hundreds of art objects, | 
household utensils and ceremonial 
appurtenances. The other series, led | 
by Dr. A. E. Douglass, studied tree| 
rings from Pueblo Bonito and dozens 
of other ruins. 

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president of | 
the National Geographic Society, in | 
making the announcement and as-| 
sessing the value of the finds of the} 
oxpedition today, said: 

“They have pushed back the his-} 
‘toric horizons of the Southwester': | 
United States to a period nearly} 
xight centuries before Columbus 
srossed the Atlantic. 

‘They have discovered not only the | 
age of the great communal dwelling 
»9f Pueblo Bonito, metropolis of our 
iboriginal Southwest, but also have | 
lated some forty other ruins whose | 
ime of occupancy hitherto had be2n 
inknown. 

‘‘Moreover, they have developed a 
ree-ring calendar which can be ap- 
lied to all early ruins in which data- 
ie timbers exist. 

“A collateral finding of great in- 
terest, yet to be developed, is the} 
»ossible relation between the weather | 
»ycles clearly revealed in this tree-| 
ring calendar of the Southwestern | 
United States and similar cyclic vari- 
~tions being recorded by a third Na- 
‘ional Geographic Society expedition | 
(in conjunction with the Smithsonian | 
[nstitution), an expedition which! 
‘till is in the field, at Mount Bruk- | 
karos, Southwest Africa, making} 
daily observations of solar radia-| 
tion.’’ 

Dr. Douglass in his report to the) 
National Geographic Society, writes: | 

“Just as the far-famed Rosetta} 
stone provided the key to the writ-! 
ten mysteries of ancient Egypt, so 
the collection of an unbroken series | 
of tree rings has made clear the 
chronology of the Southwest. 

‘These researches have carried the} 
calendar back to A. D. 700 in the 
Southwest and they have provided 
the beginnings of a _ continuous 
weather chart for 1,200 years. 

‘Through this work we have learned 
of some outstanding events in Amer- 
ica which were contemporaneous | 
with the conquest of Spain by the| 
Moors and we know that certain 
Pueblo Indian settlements were en- 
joying their golden ages when Wil-| 
liam the Conqueror faced Harold the | 
Saxon at the battle of Hastings.’ 

Dr. Douglas pointed out the close 
relationship of tree-ring variations | 
and sun spots, a kinship which 
helped in determining the weather 
= of old times in the South- |

Mme. Faina Petrova’s Recital. 


A very direct, sincere and expres- 
sive quality of interpretation, a con- 
tralto voice which is naturally the 
instrument for the expression of 
dramatic feeling, and a prevailing 
intelligence and individuality of style 


characterized the performances of 


Mme. Faina Petrova last night in 
Town Hall. She has been for some 
years a leading contralto of the Mos- 
cow Grand Opera, and it is not un- 
natural that her most authoritative 


|and characteristic moments are those 


in which she discourses music of 
folk or national character. 

In such music the voice had at 
times a quality somewhat rough, un- 
polished in the European sense of 
that word, unstudied as regarded 
finicking nuances, which made for 
very direct, colorful and convincing 
expression, But this is not to say 


‘that Mme. Petrova is an untutored | Handel, 


singer or one only at home in a 
limited repertory. On the contrary, 
she sang songs in five languages, by 
European as well as Russian com- 
posers, whose names ranged from 
Brahms to César Franck to Respighi, 
and while her performances of these 
songs were not of a uniform techni- 


cal and interpretive standard, they} 
| were always distinguished by under- 
| standing, musicianship and a wealth 


of dramatic suggestion. 
Occasionally there was some rough 
technical going, or an unexpected 


|change in quality of tone, or a slight | 


deviation from pitch—effects occur- 
ring usually when Mme. Petrova sang 
in a foreign tongue, and apparently 
found that text and phrase had a dif- 
ferent relation than they would have 
had if she were singing in her native 
language. These were Passing fea- 
tures of arecital distinguished for its 
interest and originality in the choice 
of songs and in their interpretation. 

The opening song, Brahm’s ‘‘Mai- 
nacht,’’ did. not find the singer 
warmed to her task. Two un- 
familiar songs by César Franck fol- 


lowed—‘‘Robin Gray” and ‘‘Ninon’’— | 
and the first of these, in particular, | 


was admirably interpreted.

These songs had strange and esoteric 
texts, and at first hearing did not 
make a great impression although 
they were very well performed and 
presented arduous problems of tech- 
nic and interpretation. Borodin’s 
song ‘‘The Land You Left,”’ is little 
known, and was sung with a fine 
and communicative sincerity. 
Tchaikovsky’s song, called in the 
program, ‘‘Yearning, I Wait Now 
Alone,’’ might not be rated, on paper, 
as one of the best efforts of a com- 


poser who did not achieve great re- | 


sults in this field, but the simplicity 
of style and the genuineness of ex- 
pression bestowed upon it by the sing- 
er showed that the song had been 
commonly underrated. We are not 
sure of the intrinsic value of the long 
scene from Arensky’s ‘‘Fountain of 
Tscherbatcheff,’’ but it was given 
the fullest possible measure of dra- 
matic suggestion by Mme.

Henri Deering, American pianist, 
who’ recently returned from San 
Francisco after appearing there with 
lthe San Francisco Symphony Or- 


chestra under the baton of Bernar- 
|dino Molinari, gave his first recital 
|of the season last evening at Car- 
negie Hall. His program comprised 
Bach’s French Suite in G, Schubert’s 
Impromptu, Op. 90, No. 3; Brahm’'s 
variations end fugue on a theme of 
some Chopin pieces, two 
{dances by Ravel and Debussy’s 
“L'Isle Joyeuse.’’ 

It was a wide and exacting range, 

historically, technically and musica!- 
ly, and in a pianist of less gifts than 
those which Mr. Deering possessed 
would have been sure to betray more 
| than one hiatus. The soloist last eve- 
ning succeeded in catching the es- 
semce of each period in a manners 
satisfying both intellectually and 
emotionally. 
; From the rounds of applause which 
greeted the recitalist after each com- 
position it would be difficult to judge 
which school most pleased his hear- 
ers. It was perhaps the playing of 
the Brahms variations which gave 
the auditor the most varied enjoy- 
ment. Instead of the usual negative 
and drab academic version, the 
pianist’s reading was _ rumination 
streaked with fantasy. It would not 
be too much to say it was an Ed- 
|mund ,Waller in the language of the 
keyboard. His reading of Chopin 
was essentially masculine. No maud- 
lin sentimentality obtruded. 

Mr. Deering’s art has matured 
more and more at each visit in five 
past. Yesterday’s concert

| Davis, director of vocational guidance 
jof the Board of Education of Chi-

;mittee on vocational guidance and 
| child labor of the White House Con- 
ference on Child Health and Protec- 


| tion, met with her group for the first 
time yesterday at the Hotel Commo- 
dore. 

| The committee, composed of phy-~ 
| Sicians, teachers, social workers, la- 
|bor leaders and experts on voca- 
| tional guidance and child labor from 
all sections of the country, was or- 
| ganized to compile all available data 
on the subjects as the first step 
|toward formulating recommendations 
|} to be presented to President Hoover 
| when the conference convenes a year 
jhence. Dr. H. E. Barnard, director 
;of the White House conference, ex- 
| plained its.npurpose and the scope of 
|work it entails. In outlining the 
beeen of her committee, Miss Davis 
said: 

“All intelligent people know that 
child labor is not economical; that 
it is fatal to labor because it lowers 
| Wages; that it is not in harmony with 
efficiency for the manufacturer; that 
jit is not conducive to the education 
;or to the physical health and vigor 
;}of the nation. Yet child labor goes 
on and children are permitted to 
enter industry at 14 with relatively 
| few exceptions. 

‘“‘America has not even had the in- 
tellectual curiosity to try to find out 
what industry does to her children. 
We do not know how scientifically 
bad industry is for them nor what 
are the effects of different kinds of 
work upon their development. 

“‘We have in the past worked for 
|an eight-hour day for children in in- 
j}dustry. But an eight-hour day has 
|} been set for adults in many lines of 
work, and if eight hours ‘is long 
enough working day for an adult it 
is too long for a growing child.’’ 

Three-fourths of the working chil- 

| dren in the United States, Miss Davis 
said, are employed in agriculture, ‘‘the 
most difficult of all occupations to 
regulate.’’ The most serious objec- 
| tion to farm work for children, she 
| held, was that it invariably tended 
|to keep children out of school. 
| Tf rural schools can be improved,”’ 
|she said, ‘‘and made to interest the 
| pupils and meet their needs, manned 
| with teachers at living wages, and 
| if compulsory attendance laws are 
enforced, then we shall have elimi- 
;nated the worst evil of child em- 
| ployment in agriculture.’’ 
She suggested studies also in child 
|}employment in street trades; in pro- 
|tection of children from hazardous 
lemployment and dangerous ma- 
chinery; in the extent to which work- 
ing children who are injured while 
work are included in compensa- 
|tion laws, and in the administra- 
| tion of child labor regulations by of- 
ficials in charge of enforcement. 

On the subject of vocational guid- 
ance, Miss Davis stressed the im- 
portance of guidance in early years 
to assure future happiness and right 
living. 

The committee was divided into 
ltwo groups. Miss Edith Campbell, 
director of the Vocational Guidance 
Bureau of Cincinnati, was appointed 
chairman of the vocational guidance 
subcommittee, and Fred M. Wilcox.

In Queens and Richmond the street 
cleaning and snow removal have 
been under the jurisdiction of the re- 
spective Borough Presidents until 
they were stripped of those functions 
by the terms of the sanitation com- 
mission bill, which became operative 
Dec. 1.

Joseph Clark Baldwin 3d, who last 
year was named to succeed 
Ruth B. Pratt as member of the 
Board of Aldermen and won the con- 
test for the Aldermanic election in 
his district at last month’s election, 
will become floor leader of the Re- 
publican minority of four in the 
Aldermanic Board next year.- The 
post is now held by Frank J. Dotz- 
ler, representing the district of Re- 
publican County Chairman Samuel 
S. Koenig, but his term will expire 
with the present year and he failed 
of re-election. 

The elevation of Mr. Baldwin in- 
volved the passing over of the claims 
of two negro Aldermen, Fred R. 
Moore of the Nineteenth and John 
Clifford Hawkins of the Twenty-first 
Aldermanic District, each of whom 
will be serving a second elective 
term next year and either of whom 
would have been eligible on the basis 
of seniority. 

For a time it was feared that any 
attempt to push Alderman Baldwin 
for the minority leadership might 
cause wounded feelings in the Har- 
lem negro colony, where the Repub- 
licans just now are trying hard to 
gain a new foothold. It was said last 
night, however, that the two negro 
Aldermen very gracefully had 
stepped aside. 

The decision to name Alderman 
Baldwin minority leader was reached 
at a conference of the four Republi- 
can winners in this year’s Alder- 
manic contests, Dr. Frank A. Man- 
zella of the Twentieth Aldermanic 
District, the two negro Aldermen and 
Mr. Baldwin, who represents the 
Fifteenth District. The conference 
was held at Republican county head- 
quarters in the Tilden Building, with 
Chairman Koenig in attendance.

He asserted that 
there was ‘‘not a shred of evidence’ 
to connect with any sewet 
graft money and charged that tha 
engineer was the victim of a politis 
cal-move intended to injure Mr, 
Harvey and any Gubernatorial am- 
bitions he might have. 

Meanwhile Mr. Harvey turned 
over the matter of drawing formal 
detailed charges and planning tha 
prosecution of Moore to Corporation 
Hilly, who tentatively as- 
signed his assistant, William E. C, 
Mayer, to the case. 

The day brought what appeared ta 
be the close of the public contro- 
versy between Mr. Harvey and 
Emorv R. Buckner, special prosecu- 
tor of the Queens sewer graft scan- 
dals, who had vigorously protested 
against Moore's restoration to duty, 
on the ground that as consulting en< 
gineer in the Connolly administr 
tion he had been a co-conspirator 
the graft ring.

Justice Wasservogel Reports 
Test Is Complete Success—— 
Panels Greatly Reduced. 


1,050 PICKED FOR 3 WEEKS 


2,300 Called Last Year for Same 
Duty—Will Serve in 20 Trial 
Courts—Time Saving Seen. 


| The Supreme Court jury pooling 
| system, which has been under experi- 

ment for four months, had its first 

test yesterday as a definite arrange- 
| ment under rules laid down_ by the 
| Appellate Division. As a result of the 
|day’s operation, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Wasservogel, who was named to 
conduct the selection of the panels 
for the twenty trial judges, reported 
to the Appellate Division that it was 
a complete success, not only in sav- 
ing the time of the judges and 
jurors, but in cutting down the ex- 
pense of jury trials more than one- 
| half, It was estimated that when the 
system is in full operation, citizens 
| will be called for jury duty only once 


jin three years, instead of every two 
| years as at present. 

Trial Clerk McLaughlin, in charge 
of the jurors’ assembly rooms on the 
| fourth Zloor of the new County Court 
| House, called 1,050 jurors in three 
| groups between 9 and 10 A. M. yes- 
lterday. The 1,050 were regarded as 
| sufficient to man the trial court jury 
boxes during the three weeks of the 
December term. A year ago 2,300 
were called for duty for the same 
period. 

Mr. McLaughlin pointed out that 
under the former system, by which 
the panels reported directly to the 
trial judges and were chosen while

Coincident with the reduction by 
the Transatlantic Passenger Confer- 
ence of the fares in certain classes, 
the Cunard and Anchor Lines an- 
nounced yesterday a series of reduc- 
tions in first-class, cabin, second- 
cabin and tourist third-cabin rates 
to Europe for several ships.

OF NORTH ATLANTIC 


Captain of the Transylvania, on 
Arriving Here, Tells of Losing 
Ship’s Lead Off Grand Banks. 


That the recent submarine disturb- 
ance had caused a dropping of the 
ocean bed near the southern end of 
Nowa Scotia was the theory put for- 
ward yesterday by Captain David 
W. Bone of the Anchor liner Tran- 
sylvania to account for the loss of 


three leads successively, when he 
was taking soundings 150 miles east 
of Nantucket Lightship at the 100- 
fathom-line bank. The soundings 
were made over an area of fifty 
miles in latitude 41.15 north and 
mo i 66.20 west, Captain Bone 
said. 

“Tf the edge of the bank at 100 
fathoms has shifted, and I think it 
has,” he declared, ‘‘there should be 
new charting made at once so navi- 
gators will know where they are. 
Undoubtedly the earthquake which 
sent a tidal wave over the Labrador 
Sea has had some definite change 
on the ocean bed in the North Atlan- 
tic off the Grand Banks.’’ The Tran- 
sylvania arrived from Glasgow 
twelve hours late after encountering 
rough weather practically all the way 
across,

The export freight value moving 
throygh the port of New York in 
September rose to $149,465,000, a gain 
of $46,465,000 over the total of $103,- 
000,000 in September, 1928. Imports 
increased to $176,246,000 from $150,- 
669,000. In this performance, the 
Port Authority points out, ‘‘the port 
of New York again has justified its 
name as the Bahl | of the com- 
merce of the United States.’’ 

The records of September brought 
the value of exports moving through 
the port in the third quarter of the 
year to a level 18 per cent higher 
than that of the corresponding quar- 
ter of the preceding year. The im- 
ports were 12 per cent higher for the 
quarter. 

The movement of vessels showed 
an increase in September in both 
number and tonnage of vessels over 
September, 1928, the Port Authority 
reported. There were 590 entrances 
and 578 clearances, as compared 
with 551 entrances and 548 clear- 
ances last year. The tonnage of ves- 
sels entering in September, 1929, was 
2,692,178 and clearing 2,589,892, as 
compared with 2,440,643 and 2,378,076, 
respectively, for September, 1928.
